Many local governments have enlisted intellectuals to go south, to enter 
the army for revolutionary work, or to he placed in reconstruction projects in 
the northeast. Many private schools have, under the -People's government leader - 
ship, used their energies in a cooperative way to keep going, and even enlarged 
their scope.

To carry out the Central governments purpose in the matter of help for un- 
en^loyed professors and students vho are out of school, the East China Military 
and Political Commission has issued a supplementary directive which has the fol- 
lowing provisions:
